Rains,  abundant  in  some  districts,  termi- 
nated drought  in  most  of  the  Argentine  corn  zone 
early  in  January.  Although  recovery  is  difficult 
to  evaluate,  field  reports  state  that  damage  is 
irreparable  over  large  acreage  where  estimates  in- 
dicate only  half  a  crop  will  be  obtained.  Approx- 
imation of  total  1938-39  Argentine  corn  crop  ranges 
from  177,000,000  to  236,000,000  bushels  as  com- 
pared with  174,163,000  bushels  harvested  in  1937- 
38.  (Agricultural  Attache  P.  0.  Nyhus,  Buenos 
Aires.) 

Uruguay  1938-39  crop  estimates  placed  as 
follows,  with  1937-38  comparisons  in  parentheses: 
Wheat  1,342,000  acres  (1,375,000)  15,285,000

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India  Places  Hew  Duty  on  Imports  of  Wheat  and  Flour 

Fffective  December  7,  1933,  India  imposed  a  new  imi^ort  duty  on 
wheat  and  flour,  according  to  a  report  from  United  States  Vice  Consul 
Richard  W.  Byrd  at  Calcutta.     This  amounts  to  1.5  rinses  per  hundred- 
weight or  ahout  28  cents  per  laushel,  and  is  to  continue  in  force  until 
March  31,  1940.    Previously,  there  was  no  duty  on  any  of  the  grains, 
but  imports  of  flour  paid  25  percent  ad  valorem. 

It  is  said  that  iirported  wheat  has  been  entering  the  country  at 
prices  thrt  prevented  the  sale  of  domestic  wheat  in  lY.l  vicinity  of  ports 
Furthermore,   Indian  wheat  could  not  be  profitably  exiDortod  at  current 
world  prices.     The  new  duty  not  only  offsets  the  difference  between  the 
price  of  domestic  and  that  of  foreign  wheat  but  will  tpke  care  of  a 
possible  increase  in  the  spread  between  domestic  and  foreign  prices. 
It  is  expected  to  cause  a  cessation  of  wheat  and  flour  im-orts  into  India 
this  season  and  will  work  a  particular  hardship  on  Mstralian  wheat, 
which  has  been  entering  the  country  in  some 'volume  since  the  beginning 
of  the  new  marketing  year. 

Italy  Lowers  Import  Duty  on  Corn 

Corn,  other  than  white,  from  countries  receiving  most-favored- 
nation  treatment  may  now  be  imported  into  Italy  at  the  reduced  rate  of 
15  lire  per  quintal  (20  cents  per  bushel),  instead  of  25  lire  (33  cents) 
that  has  been  in  effect  since  March  31,  1937,  according  to  recent  trade 
reports.    This  reduction  was  probably  made  because  of  the  rather  short 
1938  domestic  crop  and  the  increased  utilization  of  corn,  resulting  from 
the  obligatory  admixture  of  corn  meal  to  wheat  flour.     The  new  rate  would 
apply  to  yellow  corn  from  the  United  States. 

Manchurian  1958-39  Soybean  Supply  Above  Last  Year's 

The  Manchurian  soybean  supply  for  the  1938-39  marketing  year 
(October-September),   including  the  crop  and  carry-over,   is  slightly 
larger  than  that  of  the  previous  season,  according  to  a  report'^received 
from  Owen  L.  Dawson  of  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural 
Service.     It  is  expected  that  exports  of  soybeans  and  soybean  products 
will  exceed  those  of  last  season  because  of  the  increased  supply  and  the 
promotion  o^  exports  by  governmental  agencies.    Favorable  trade" arrange- 
ments within  the  yen  bloc  (Japan,  Manchuria,  and  Japanese-occupied 
territory  of  China)  and  recent  trade  agreements  with  some  European 
countries  support  this  possibility. 

The  large  demand  for  Manchurian  beans  is  expected  to  continue  from 
Germany,  and  takings  may  be  increased  this  season  following  the  more  lib- 
eral provisions  of  the  new  trade  pact.  With  the  conclusion  of  the  Italy- 
Japan-Manchuria  trade  pact,  exports  of  beans  and  oil  to  Italy,  which  up  to 
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this  season  have  "been  very  small,  are  expected  to  be  of  some  signif icaJice 
during  the  coming  year.    Exports  to  China  and  the  Japanese  Empire  will 
possibly  show  a  moderate  increase,  and  other  markets  will  probably  be 
maintained  a,t  last  year's  level, 

Various  announcements  and  statements  coming  from  authorized  offi- 
cials in  Manchuria  indicate  that  a  production  of  184  million  bushels  by 
1941  is  planned.     Such  an  increase,  which  is  quite  possible,  will  result 
in  greater  competition  of  soybeans  in  Europe  with  competing  products  from 
other  countries,     A  part  of  the  increase  may  be  consumed  in  oriental  coun- 
tries, but  trade  promotional  plans  emphasize  the  selling  of  larger  quanti- 
ties in  foreign  markets. 

The  1938  acreage  planted  to  soybeans  was  estimated  by  the  South 
Manchiirian  Railway  at  9,392,000  acres,  compared  with  the  estimate  of 
9,012,000  acres  for  1937.     The  1939  acreage  may  show  another  small  in- 
crease in  conformity  with  the  general  program  of  incre8,sed  crop  produc- 
tion in  Manchuria.    Production  for  1938  was  estimated  by  the  South  Man- 
churian  Railway  at  170,257,000  bushels,   compared  with  the  revised  estimate 
of  159,906,000  bushels  for  1937,  and  was  the  largest  harvest  since  1931, 

The  commercial  carry-over  of  old  beans  on  October  1,  1938,  was 
estimated  at  3,700,000  bushels,  compared  with  2,200,000  bushels  for  the 
same  da.te  the  preceding  year. 

Soybean  prices  in  Manchuria  are  somewhat  below  those  of  a  year  ago. 
At  Dairen  on  December  3  soybeans  were  quoted  at  77  cents  per  bushel,  com- 
pared with  an  average  price  of  82  cents  per  bushel  for  December  1937; 
soybean  oil  on  December  3  wa,s  quoted  at  2.73  cents  per  pound,  compared 
with  3,07  cents  per  pound  for  December  last  season. 

Despite  efforts  to  export  as  many  soybeans  and  soybean  products 
as  possible,   it  seems  probable  that  domestic  consumption  in  Manchuria 
will  remain  about  the  same  as  le.st  year  because  of  the  larger  supply, 
the  decreased  wheat  crop,  and  the  requirements  of  an  equal  or  larger 
volume  than  last  year  for  industrial  purposes.     Domestic  consumption  of 
soybeans  usually  averages  from  25  to  30  percent  of  the  crop. 

The  German- Man churi an  trade  pact,  as  revised  on  September  15,  1938, 
calls  for  German  imports  of  100  million  Manchurian  yuan  ($28,000,000) 
worth  of  Manchurian  products,  a  large  part  of  which  will  be  soybeans, 
within  a  period  of  1  year  ending  June  1,  1939,     This  amount  may  be  in- 
creased by  an  additional  sum  of  45  million  Reichmarks  ($18,000,000)  if 
Ms-nchirrian  takings  of  German  goods  exceed  the  agreed  ajnount  of  25  million 
MaJichurian  yuan  ($7,000,000),     According  to  Manchurian  customs  statistics, 
soybean  shipments  directly  to  Germa-ny  during  the  prescribed  period  of  the 
pact  just  concluded  (June  1937  to  May  1938)  totaled  12,456,000  bushels, 
which  were  valued  at  38  million  Manchurian  yuan  ($11,000,000), 
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During  this  same  period,  shipments  v/e re  made  to  G-ermany  of  an' •  ' 
additional  25,850  short  tons  oi"  hean  oil  valued  at  5  million  Manchurian 
yuan  ( $1 , 70C ,000)  .    The  new  trade  pact  envisages  a  considerable  increa.se 
in  G-erman  imports  of  soybeans  and  "bean  oil.    Observers-  in  the  Orient-, 
however,  do  not  believe  that  Germany  is  likely  to  take  the  full  quantity 
"of  soybeans  specified  in  the  treaty  during  thb' current  marketing  season. 

The  new  trade  agreement  between  Italy,  Japan,  and- Manchuria ,  con- 
cluded on  June  5,  1938,  calls  for  Italian  imports  of  l05  million  lire 
($5,500,000)  worth  of  soybeans  and  peanuts  and  7  million- lire  ($370,000) 
of  bean  oil  from  Manchuria  during- a  period  of  1  year  ending  September-  1, 
1939.    Exports  of  soybeans  to  Italy  from  September  1937  to  August  1938 
totaled  only  551,000  bushels  valued  at  1,639,000  Manchurian  yuan 
($470,000).    Bean-oil  exports'  to  Italy  during  this  period  were  insignifi- 
cant

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UNITED  STATES  AGRICULTURAL  TRADE,  JULY-NOVEMBER  1938 

Farm  exports  during  fhe  3  months^  September,  October^  and  November, 
failed  to  keep  up  the  good' showing  they  were  making  at  the  beginning  of 
the  fiscal  year.    As  a  result,  for  the  July-November  period  they  fell  be- 
low those  of  the  corresponding  months  last  year.    The  decline  amounts  to 
3  percent  in  quantity  and  8  percent  in  value. 

Cotton  was  the' principal  factor  in  the  decline.    Exports  of  cot-' 
ton  for  the  first  5  months  were  60  million  dollars  below  those  of  a 
year  earlier.     This  represents  a  drop  of  41  percent  in  value  and  32  per- 
cent in  quantity,  and  took  place  in  spite  of  increased  purchases  of 
United  States  cotton  by  Japan.    The  decline  is' attributable  to  large 
stocks  abroad  and  a  price  situation  unfavorable'  tb  the  movement  of 
United  States  cotton  into  export  channels. 


Exports  of  some  vegetable  oils  also  declined  compared  with  cor- 
responding exports  in  1937,  .         .  ' 

In  the  first  5  months  of  the  present  market ing ' season,  supple- 
mentary, or  so-called  competitive,  imports  decreased  34  percent  when  com- 
pared with  similar  1937  imports.    For  the  July-November  period  of  1938, 
these  imports  were  valued  at  178  million  dollars^  as  against' 270  million 
dollars  a  year  ago.     Some  imports  showing  ajivances  over  those'  of  1937 
were  olives  and  olive  oil,  pop-Dy,  rape,  and  sespme  seed,  and  a  number  of 
the  vegetables,  ■  .  .
